TORRENS* LAND ACT. 

A Ksiidad ChitiiK« In rnsslnf llwds t«. 

Kvsl Ksluli*. 

We hear a ef.'at deal about the Aus 
tralinn Ii.-iIIdt act. but w hy do mine or 
our le;;islatdri turn their attention to 
tho Australian land act? No one ac- 
quainted with the history of England'a 
great colonies in tbo South Paolflo will 
deny that Australia's prosperttyltmuch 
mere due Id the last-named measure 
than tu the other. 

Tbo system of land transfer, insepara- 
bly associated with the name of Torrons, 
and now adopted not only throughout 
Australia, but also In New Zealand, car- 
ries out the cuniplete asMiniflatlon of 
real estate to per.-uiial property, recom- 
mended twenty-fear years ago by Mr. 
David Dudley Kicid, one of the commis- 
sioner* appololod to frame a olvil code 
for the State of Kow York. Fourteen 
years a;ro the capital features of tbo 
Terrens act wei-e outlined in the New 
"I'orli Siin. with the result that there 
have slnci' Is'en eslalilished two Title 
lJuaraiitee Connianies in the City of 
New Yurk and one in New .lersey. But 
In tho Australian colonies the tilloa to 
real estate are searched and Insured, 
not by private companies, which may 
become bankrupt but by the common- 
wealth. 

Throughoat Anstralla you may trans- 
fer or mortgage a piece of reality as 
easily, as quickly ami almost as cheaply 
aa you can negotiate a promissory note 
or sell a government bond.

slgned hy a ri'ijistrai-. 

Think what such a savinif of time and 
pecuniary outlay means to Hie great 
majority of citizens, who aro cither poor 
or possess only moderate means! Lord 
Itroughsm said that tho work performed 
by Torrens was the greatest reform of 
which law was siisceptiMc. More than 
dill c ii lias lii cn piupo.cl to bring about 
a similar stale uf things In England, 
but the innovation has been resisted by 
the largo body of lawyers who live by 
conveyaiiciiijrand liti^jatlon alsnit titles. 
It has been said that in a ldiif;.settled 
country, where the chain of title waa 
both long and Intricate, the State could 
not safely confront tho risk of whole- 
sale guarantees. If private companies 
can do it— and Uiey are doing It daily in 
New York City— why can not the State?
